Storing Potatoes 


Valuable Advice to Follow in Order 
: ‘to Save Logs 


“It is bad practicé to store pota- 
toes in large bins or pits,” says Prof. 
William: Stuart, of the’ U:S. depart- 
ment of agriculture, Not infrequent- 
ly- potatoes are piled toa. depth: of 
ten to fifteen feet, the pile being cor- 
respondingly large in\the other two 
imensions, ..

Overheating from all of -these 
causes may be avoided by making 
s6me provision for ventilating the 
pile. This is most easily accomplish- 
ed by inserting division walls at in- 
tervals throughout the pile. 

The division walts may consist of 
two-by-four uprights on the two-inch 
face of which are nailed seven 
cighths by four-inch strips- of any 
desired length, leaving a one-inch 
space between each strip. This gives 
a ventilated partition, which can be 
of any height and length desired. 

By placing these in an upright po- 
sition five or six feet apart as the 
bin or storage house is hear filled; 
good ventilation will be secured and 
an easy avenue of escape for both 
heat and moisture provided. It is 
poor policy to invite heavy storage 
losses by failure to provide the pro- 
per conditions. 

Where the crop is not large 
enough to justify building a storage 
cellar or storage house, or where the 
grower . is not financially, able to 
make these investments, otatoes 
can be carried over: successfully in 
pits, provided these pits are carefully 
made.

The Feeding Margin ~ 


An Important Factor in Profit From 
Feeding Steers 


The difference between the pur- 
chase price and selling price of an 
animal is called the margin of pro- 
fit. This is usually estimated on the 
basis of 100 pounds live weight. Thus 
a margin of $1.50 means that the 
feeder received $1.50 per hundred- 
veight more for the animals than he 
paid for them, The amount of mar- 
gin is a very important factor in the 
The mar-

(1) the purchase price; (2) the 
weight of the cattle when purchased; 
(3) the value of the feeds used; (4) 
the gain in weight made by the ani- 
mals, and (5) the length of the feed- 
ing, period. The higher the purchase 
price, the heavier the. steer when pur- 
chased, the cheaper the feeds, the 
greater the daily gains, and the 
shorter the feeding period, the smal- 
ler the margin may be between the 
purchase price and the selling price 
of the cattle, without loss to the feed- 
With a steer of poor quality and 
with ttigh-priced feeds, the margin 
must of necessity be great, but with 
the best quality of steers and with 
cheap feeds the necessary margin 
may be very small,

Sale of Diseased Potatoes 


By Prof. V. W. Jackson, Manitoba 
Agricultural College 

In judging at the Boys’ and Girls’ 

yaen Fairs this fall I have found that 

od cent. of the potatoes showed 


, some. very badly, and that one 


ont of every three potatoes showed 
a brown ring when the stem end was 
cut off, which is the start of dry rot, 
and, although it may not seriously 
spoil the potatoes for cooking at this 
time of the year, it spoils them for 
sale because the merchants -will take 
advantage of this disease to reduce 
the price. The first’ three car, loads 
of potatoes sent from Manitoba to 
Minneapolis last year. were sént back 
on account of dry rot, but not, of 
course, until they had made an offer 
of half-price for them. All who have 
potatoes for sale should cut a thin 
slice off the stem end to see if there 
is any brown ring indicative of dry 
‘rot, and, if so, these should not be 
offered for sale as they will almost 
surely be turned back as unfit. Such 
potatoes may be used for immediate 
consumption, but the dry rot will in- 
crease with storage during the win- 
ter and the potatoes will be quite un- 
fit for seed next year. The disease 
being internal, there is no efficient 
treatment -for. “it. Where signs of dry 
rot are present in the stem end, it is 
important that the potatoes should 
be. stored in a very cool cellar tor the 
rot develops much more rapidly in 
warm cellars. Healthy-looking pota- 
aes may have dry _ rot, which is 
only seen. by cutting a thin slice 
across the stem end when a brown 
ting, or brown spss. will be scen. 
The other end of the potato will 
show no brown ring, hence, for cook- 
j}ing purposes, dry rot may be remov- 
ed if not too far advanced. In its 
advanced stage, dry rot produces 
elg-enda,, 98s and such potatoes should 
¢ thrown aside. The disease enters 
the stem end, through the stem 
which dies prematurely, and then 
spreads to the potato, causing a jell- 
end, or, if late, just a brown ring, 
Potato scab is more commap than 
usual and in some cases the pits are 
very dee causing decay which 
would m ¢ the potato unfit for use.

The Vanishing Elk 


Drastic Measures Must: Be Taken to 
Save Them From Extinction 


Next in importance to big-horn 
sheep, though least in numbers, 
among the Rocky Mountain big 
ene is the American elk or wapitt. 
t once ranged nearly the entire con- 
tinent in millions, but is now reduc- 
ed so grcatly that it has beconre pos- 
sible to take a reasonably accurate 
census of its numbers. ts habitat 
was originally from. Mexico to -the 
Peace river and from the Pacific to 
the Atlantic, between\ the St. Law- 
rence and the coast of South Caro- 
lina. Today, a few scattered bands 
along the Rockies between Colorado 
and the Brazeau river and some iso- 
lated herds in the forests of north- 
ern Manitoba and Saskatchewan, 
comprise the entire wild elk left in 
North America. Probably the total 
does not exceed 60,000 head, less 
than 5,000 of which are found in 
Canada. In the Rockies there. are 
probably from 175 to 365, of which 
the insignificant remnant in the val- 
ley of the Brazeau is the last of the 
original elk herds of Alberta, Those 
now found in the south are British 
Columbia elk that have migrated to 
the. East slope since the inauguration 
of a closed season on elk in Alberta 
some five or six years ago. 
Elk are grazing animals, but have 
been forced to become forest diwel- 
They. live orincipaily ca §= 
and low brush, such as smal 
poplar, birch and willows.
